FOR PATMAN PROPOSAL 


Arguing that the emergency Can- 
not be met on “a business as usu- 
al basis,” he indorsed a proposal 
in a bill by Rep.

Texas, that price ceilings be 
put on old houses. This measure 
stipulates that after a certain date, 
the first sale of a dwelling shall 
be the ceiling price thereafter.

Controls on building sites, how- 
ever. he said, should not extend 
to rural property.

These developments on Capitol

. FIRE DESTROYS 
' CLAYTON HOTEL

CLAYTON, Ga., Jan, 29.— 
Famed Clayton hotel, a fa- 
vorite mecca for Georgians 
seeking mountain retreat from 
summer heat, burned to the 
ground early Tuesday. 

The hotel was almost filled, 
with many guests still in their 
rooms, when the fire was dis- 
covered shortly before 8 a. m. 
Flames spread rapidly as 
guests scrambled out of the 
building. 

All guests escaped safely, 
but most of them lost their 
clothing and other personal 
belongings, Mr. and Mrs. Roy 
Green, owners and managers 
of the hotel, reported.. 

Raging out of control for 
two and a half hours, the 
flames at one time threatened 
an entire city block despite 
the efforts of the Clayton, 
Toccoa and Franklin, N. C., 
fire departments.

Flight to the Azores 


VILLA DE PORTA, Azores,—(Air mail.)— 
When night comes on and the lights in the plane 
go out and there is only you sitting looking out 
the window at the dark, you begin to think. 

What is time? Here am I being hurled through the air at more 
than 200 miles an hour. They say that at Stephenville, Newfounda- 
land, the time change is two hours. And at the Azores there is an- 
other hour to change. 

But sitting in the plane, detached from the earth, released from 
its pull of gravity by the force of exploding gasoline, you wonder 
about time and watches and hours. 

A great sense of loneliness and of being lost presses down and 
you say: “Where am I going and what do I seek?” I am very tired 
and cramped and sleepy. We sat there in the garish lights of the 
Stephenville airport waiting, while cursing mechanics, called from 
their beds, repaired an engine. Now the engine is working. I can 
look out the window and see it red and glaring behind its cowl. 
Sparks stream from it as the revolutions are increased or decreased. 
I can see the white arc of its propeller and that of its neighbor. 
Now we are in the night and over the sea. A fog closes in with the 
second hour and nothing is to be seen. Ice coats the window. Ice 
breaks from the propellers and is flung back against the metal of 
the plane’s body, making loud, banging noises. The engineer throws 
his strong flash on the motors and the wings, lighting the motors 
and the wings with a yellow, strong light that burns and then goes 
out, leaving the night darker than before.

We sat four hours in the airport with below-zero cold out-of-doors.

And now we are flying an- 
other night and there is fog and a cold front far at sea and the ice 
breaks from the propellers and slams against the aluminum alioy 
of the fuselage—and all else is silence. 

Up front, locked in their cabin, the crew is tense and alert to 
every sound, every instrument. The oil pressure, the revolutions, 
the altitude—these and other items constantly are checked. The 
pilot holds his wheel, watching his horizon in the instrument before 
him: checking his bank and turn, his drift. 

Unseen forces take the huge ship with its droning four motors 
and fling it up and down. They make it sway and fali and climb. 
When it slides down one of the invisible rivers of air, its wings and 
ribs and supports go “waugghh—waugghh” and then it catches and 
climbs and flies steadily, only to be caught again. 


. Below us, unseen in the darkness, is the 
A Dramatic Event sea. Currents of air rise from it. It grows 
warmer as we fly from Stephenville to the Azores. The warm air 
clashes with a front of cold air moving south from Newfoundland.

For three hours thev engage it, the ice slamming itself against 
the sides and walls of the craft; the fog enveloping it; the snow 
swirling about it, seen only when the engineer throws his flash- 
light on an engine.

It was dramatic in 
its suddenness, its swift emergence from close-gripping fog to light. 

After it came the sun. We flew in it for six hours and then 
helow us was land and we circled for the landing on Santa Maria 
island of the Azores A long, narrow town wound back into the 
hills. The water was blue and surf washed against the volcanic 
cliffs as we swept down to the landing strip, ten and a half hours 
out of bitter, four-below-zero Stephenville to warm. sunny Santa 
Maria, with pineapples and sugar cane and flowers and green grass 
everywhere.

Truman Gets His First Breaks 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones, whose column usually appears 
here, is ill.) 


WASHINGTON.—As this is written. the outlook for a solution 
of the labor crisis appears much brighter. The President has got 
his first breaks, after a long series of disappointments which might 
well have shattered the confidence of Mr. Micawber. It is hard to 
believe that other breaks will not follow. Meanwhile, the crisis 
itself has produced one good result. It has led to a determined 
attempt to pull the administration together. In the tension of the 
ten days just past. such an attempt was no doubt inevitable. Cer- 
tainly it bodes well for the future. 


Before examining what has been done, it will be well to present 
the reasons why action was needed at all. The logical place to 
begin is the President: for at the heart of Mr. Truman’s troubles 
is Mr. Truman himself. With his good intentions, he has been 
a defeatist about his task. Despite his strong sense of duty, he has 
told all and sundry that he did not want the job, which has hardly 
strengthened his power of leadership. He has gone to lengths in 
doing this which has actually threatened to destroy his power of 
leadership altogether, by convincing those who see him that he 
means, in 1948, to hand on the poisoned chalice of the presidency 
to another man. 


: One sample of these presidential manifesta- 
Enviable Lescot perhaps apocryphal but character- 
istic. On being informed by a State Department official of the 
revolution in Haiti, Truman is supposed to have inquired into the 
fate of President Lescot. When he was told Lescot was in the 
lock-up, he is reported to have answered: “Well, I’ve just come 
from another labor conference, and jail seems like a hell of a good 
place to be.” Other stories are better authenticated. To a Missouri 
caller, he spoke with such feeling about his unhappy lot that the 
Missourian, bursting with self-importance, told all and sundry in 
Washington in strictest confidence that the President would not run 
again. This episode was sufficiently serious to force Postmaster 
General Hannegan to go to the White House and ask for a flat 
denial. 

A man in such a mood is not the man who can ride the whirl- 
wind and command the waves to cease to rage. Furthermore, as 
has been pointed out, the President has had a weak staff, and an 
administration rent by internal dissension. Even if he desired to, 
fhe President probably could not make himself like his job, But 
he can at least strengthen the assistance available to him, and ask 
his subordinates to pull together a little better. This, apparentiy, 
is what he has decided to do,

The essential division within the administration has been be- 
tween the White House crowd and everyone else. The most im- 
portant single figure in the White House group is John Snyder, 
OWMR director. Snvder has been much attacked. The thing about 
Snyder, so far as it is possible to judge, which both exposes him 
to attack and gives him his strength, is that he very exactly re- 
flects Mr. Truman. Where Mr. Truman would err, he errs. -But 
as it is inconvenient to denounce Mr. Truman himself, everyone 
denounces Mr. Snyder. Partly because his lot has not been happy, 
Snyder has progressively become isolated within the administration, 
even from those who would have helped him, like Secretary of the 
Treasury Vinson. 

Immediately after Big Steel refused to settle with the steel work- 
ers, however, the inner tensions of the administration reached a 
point where something had to be done. Accordingly, a sort of get- 
together was held between Snyder and other leading figures, like 
Hannegan and Vinson. It was agreed that hereafter Snyder would 
seek advice and backing from all his major colleagues. If this is 
followed up, there will be real teamwork. That alone will be 


a great step forward. 

The problem of strengthening the Presi- 
Now at Rock Bottom dent's personal staff remains to be 
solved—for general consultation is no substitute for sound staff- 
work, There are some hints, however, that this problem may also 
be tackled when Judge Rosenman leaves the White House and 
George Allen is appointed to the RFC. 

Although tinged with the flavor of petty personality, these are 
most serious matters, as anyone who studies the record of the 
President's labor policy can see. From V-J Day, when he hoped 
that industry and labor would settle their own differences, down 
to the White House meeting when he hoped Big Steel would accept 
his arbitration, every single hope of the President's for a solution 
was disappointed. The business of government cannot be done that 
way, and the result has been the extraordinary collapse of Tru- 
man's once high prestige. It is now at rock bottom with polli- 
ticians and observers of the political.scene. But it need not stay 
there. Truman himself is an obviously good man, not stupid, with 
a high sense of duty. If he and those around him tackle their 
task with unity and determination, as now seems possible, there is 
an off-chance they may surmount the enormous remaining obstacles 
in the road ahead.

What Did Solons 
Do, and Not Do? 


The Georgia legislatuure has been praised and 

cussed for its short session. Senate President 

Gross praised his senate for its hard work, and jabbed at the house 
for letting the merit bill die. House Speaker Harris praised his 
house, and lashed the senate for killing his constitutional highway 
board. Gov. Arnall did not call this “the greatest legislature Geor- 
gia has ever had.” He may veto several bills. Just what did this 
legislature, which started so well in 1945 by writing a new con- 
stitution and repealing the poll tax, accomplish or fail to accom- 
plish in its 15-day “hold-over” 


Most of the criticism is aimed at it because 74 members of the 
house killed an amendment permitting the people to decide whether 
thev wanted to keep Ellis Arnall as governor. This issue was the 
keg of dynamite on which the members sat throughout the session, 
with ex-governors and would-be governors trving to disqualify 
Arnall, and school teachers, highwav leaders and newspapers push- 
ing to keep Arnall. As soon as the vote was taken, many meme 
bers went home, letting a number of important measures die for 
want of attendance Saturday and Monday. The result of the amend- 
ment vote started a search for a “people's candidate” for governor.

Other Failures The legisiature failed to carry out the people's 
mandate for home rule and a merit system. 
Unsatisfactory home rule proposals were made and withdrawn 
from the senate. The senate indorsed a merit system. It was slated 
for passage in the house, but died when 75 members were absent, 
The senate killed Speaker Harris’ proposal for a constitutional road 
board, when the house refused to accept the senate’s plan to have 
the board members elected by the people instead of the legislature, 
Th senate refused to join the house in interpreting the new con- 
stitutional provisions for issuing city, county and school bonds, 
saving interpretations are up to the court. Test cases already are 
before the supreme court. Bills lost in the shuffle included those 
which would have created a constitutional health board: require a 
candidate to get a majority of a county s popular vote to carry 
the umit vote: and require automobile owners to return their ve- 
hicles for property taxes before obtaining a license plate. Three 
threatened hot issues did not come up. They were: Sunday movies, 
state liquor stores, and the anti-closed shop amendment. 
Expansion of public health, welfare and educa- 


What It Did tion were major accomplishments of this 


session. It authorized a $7,500,000 bond issue to place all Milledge- 
ville State hospital patients in modern buildings. It added $1,500,- 
000 to help feed, clothe and provide medical attention for inmates 
of state institutions. It established a $2,000,000 annual building 
fund for state institutions. It added $1,000,000, to be matched by 
federal funds, for old age pensions. A constitutional welfare board 
amendment was passed. Public health programs will be available 
for every county that wants it, with the state appropriating $1,500,- 
000 to be matched, on a sliding scale, by counties. The legistature 
put up $1,000,000 to operate a 2,500-bed tuberculosis hospital (prob- 
ablv Battey hospital at Rome). It made it possible for the State 
Health Department to set minimum standards for hospitals, which 
is expected to launch a multimillion-dollar federal-state aid build- 
ing program which will give rural Georgia many modern hospi- 
tals. For education, the general assembly put school teachers on 
a 12-month pay basis, which cost an extra $1,500,000. It put up 
$600,000 in new money to buy textbooks. It didn’t have the money 
to raise teachers’ salaries 50 per cent, but it launched an investi- 
gation into school operations to decide what should be done. 


The legislators encouraged mechanization of farms by exempt- 
ing gasoline tax on farm equipment; permitted the enlargement of 
the state patrol and increased the pay of troopers; put up one-half 
million dollars to build barracks for the reorganizing National Guard, 
and restricted employment of youths by the child labor bil. They 
sped up court procedure and made it possible for a judge—without 
a jurv—to grant the first and final divorce decrees. They raised 
pensions for Confederate veterans and widows, created a national 
shrine for the late President Roosevelt, and planned a plaque for 
the late Georgia scientist, Charles Herty. They passed enabling 
acts to permit cities and counties to do their own zoning, and 
allowed counties to set up cash reserves and build libraries, air- 
ports and parks. The assembly helped launch the state ports de- 
velopment. 

That, generally, is what the legislature did—and failed to 4®& 
That is the record of progress—and non-progress—on which the 
people can judge the members when they seek re-election.

How Old Is the Earth? 
Asks Mr. Sargunas 


Tombstones, I am surprised to learn, are talier 

by moonlight than when the moon is down. I am 

| indebted for this information—and I do not in- 

tend to try to refute it by going about in the dead of night measur- 

ing tombstones—to a Mr. Daniel Sargunas, who since 1897 has been 
busily compiling such facts as these. 


The reason for the heightening of tombstones, naturally, is due 
to the pull of the moon on objects on the earth’s surface, said pull 
being so strong that it will stretch a three-foot slab of granite four 
one-thousands of an inch. The moon's pull also increases the distance 
from New York to Paris by 63 feet, though there is no record that 
anybody in either city ever noticed it, 


Mr. Sargunas is so full of such amazing facts he has gathered 
them all into a book called “A Maze of Amazing Facts,”’ which I am 
going to study and glean thereby bits of information with which I 
can startle my friends. 


I think I will also try a demonstration suggested by Mr. Sargunas, 
if I can obtain the necessary ingredients. Mr. Sargunas says if you 
wish to get a clear picture of the relation of the earth to its fellow 
travelers in the cosmos you can do it in this manner: Obtain a two- 
foot globe representing the sun and place it in the backyard. Pace 
off 82 fect from this globe and place at that spot a mustard seed. 
This will represent Mercury. At a distance of 142 feet from the 
globe place a black-eyed pea. This is Venus. Two hundred and fif- 
teen feet away, put down a bean about the size of a pole-bean, and 
this is the earth. Carry an orange a quarter-mile away and put it 
down and this is Jupiter, with Saturn represented by an orange 
two-fifths of a mile away. A cranberry three and three-quarters 
miles away would give you an idea of where the planet Pluto lies, 
and if you wish to do the thing right and get the stars in, you would 
have to carry a softball a distance of 7,500 miles to represent the 
nearest one. 


After pondering this proposition I don’t think I will get involved 
in it. Even if I could see the mustard seed at a distance of 82 feet 
that cranberry nearly four miles away would be practically invisible 
and I would not have much more of an idea about how our earth 
lies in relation to its celestial neighbors than I do now. 


I am greatly interested in what Mr. Sargunas has to say about 
the age of the earth, though. He says there are about 40 estimates 
of the age of the earth, varying from one hundred million to five 
thousand million vears old, a fairly generous range. However, he 
missed one authority, a gentleman of my aquaintance in Banks coun- 
ty, who holds that the earth was created early in Grover Cleveland's 
administration and that people and horses and mules and trees all 
were put here over-night, with a memory of past time that actuady 
never existed. He says he knows this is so because if we had been 
farming for a thousand years as we have been farming in this gen- 
eration, the land would all have long since washed away. He may 
have something. 


I go along with Mr. Sargunas without question, when he says 
that the weight of the earth is 5,977,000,000,000,000,000 tons, for I 
know certain characters who bear the whole burden of it on their 
shoulders. But when he says the deepest place in the ocean is 31,- 
700,000 feet, I begin to suspect that the printer became a little nought- 
happy temporarily. That seems mighty deep. 


There are many things to worry about in Mr. Sargunas little book 
if vou are the worrying kind. For instance, he says that the Antarc- 
tic icecap is moving north at such a rate that in a thousand years 
New Zealand will be covered with perpetual ice and snow, and that 
if water were suddenly to lose its compressibility, two million square 
miles of land, including, I fear, the city of Brunswick, Ga., including 
Pete’s Bar and Grill would be inundated, 


There is much hopeful information in it, too. For instance, get- 
ting back to the age of the earth again for a minute. Mr. Sargunas 
says if you let one hour represent the age of the earth, using an off- 
hand estimate of say 2,000,000,000 years, the first life appeared 33 
minutes ago, reptiles and dinosaurs showed up nine minutes ago, 
mammals have been around for nearly three minutes, and man, poor, 
proud, striving, blundering, achieving, loving, murdering creature 
that. he is, has just strutted and fretted upon the stage of time for a 
little more than two seconds. Mavbe that’s the trouble with us. We 
haven't been around long enough to know the score. 


Space gtows short and I will not be able to give you the amazing 
facts which Mr. Sargunas unearthed about Cleopatra’s snakeskin 
dress, but I think you should know that if you are in the vicinity of 
the Suez Canal on a clear day, carrying a pair of opera glasses, you 
can see for yourself that the world is round.

PRINCETON, N. J.—The Ameri- 
can public, at this time, believes 
that strikes and labor 
will be the most important issue 
in the 1946 congressional elections 
campaign. 


This is on the basis of the num 
‘ber of persons naming strikes and 
labor legislation as the problem 
they believe will be the main 
sue next November. Proportionate- 
ly more Republicans name it the 
big election issue than Democrats.

THE REPUBLICANS and Demo 
crats who called strikes and labor 
legislation the principal problem 
were asked which party they think 
is better equipped to handle the 
problem, Voters think their own 
party is equipped to do the job bet 
ler than the opposition. There is 
no general feeling that either the 
'Democratic or Republican party is 
| better able to handle the job. 


THE QUESTION used in the 
survey to find out what the voters 
think are to be the main issues in 
November: 

“In the coming congressional 
election which will be held next 
November, what do you think will 
be the main issue?” 

Aside from labor legislation 
and strikes, the issue leading the 
list, with twice as many votes 
its nearest competitor, is full (or 
high) employment. 

The people who name emplov- 
ment as the big issue in the 1946 
elections appear to be taking their 
cue from a look into the future 
For, apart from people out on 
strikes, unemployment remains to 
day at an amazingly low figure. 

It nevertheless apparently 
the belief of a substantial segment 
of the population that employ- 
ment is going to loom increasingly 
important between now and next 
November. 

Third comes the problem of in- 
flation. What actually happens 
to this as an issue between now 
and November will depend in 
some part at least upon what con- 
gress does about extending, modi 
fying, or eliminating price con- 
trols, 


TAXES AND government spend 
ing, in sharp contrast to other re 
cent years, are far down the list 
of issues. Institute surveys have 
in previous vears found them high 
on the list of problems facing the 
country, in the opinion of the rank 
and file,
